"In August, 1041, I volunteered for the police battalion, "Ostlcnd", which '..'as 
foraea at Frankfurt on Oder. In December, 1041, the battalion was sent to Kiev.' 
a. orly in February, 1942, I received orders to go to Tallinn where upon arrival I was 

assigned to the grade of assistant with the German Security Police, where I worked until 
August, 1342. 

From August, 1942 through April, 1345 I w;.;. r.t a training cans for S5 troops i 
Poland. In April, 1945 I was transferred to the SS division, ~ "Vicing" , vdiich was s 
to Ukraine. At that tine I heu the r;su: of 5S-Rotcnfukrer. . 
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■■dth the 20th SS-Division I participated in battles against the Soviet force:; at 
‘'Orve z rout w ncre I vie s wounded* xn august, Icii , J, suffered a concussion near Tartu 
r.nd I was captured* I stayed at a prison creep for Gerber* officers. I have been awarded 
with m Iron Cross, II class* 

• In the spring of 1047 I escaped fro:;: the prisoner of war camp and started living 
illegally, traveling from one place to mother. I was in hiding until the moment ef~.y 
y-rrest, since I was afraid that 1 *wouIc sc punms.i^d x or the crxmcs c o ml at c d dur^ v cl.o 
period of German occupation* (COuliSiT: Heine’s note one margin: ’’Incorrect dace - Igr-S 
is correct). During that tine I have not committed any political crimes* ” (COMfuIT: Heines 
note on margin: 'KXy explanation to" Huskies" - the correct story will so osar in the nano 
booh).

Traveling from, city to city Heine engaged in thievery end speculated with gold coins. 
lie said that in 1247, after his escape from the prisoner of war camp, he had 120 5 and 10- 

rubie gold coins* Peril Heine explained the origin of these coins as follows: before 

going to "vaterlraid", his parents had cached these coins in the ground in Tartu, and in ; 
1947 he went there and dug then up. Let the validity of this statement remain on Eerik 
Heine’s conscience, although this seems more than doubtful. (COlidiT: Heine’s note on 

margin: "Gold rubles - explanation in the soon to be published book "Fading Light"). 

We know that Heine’s parents trailed after the fascists back to Tartu, since in 
"vat aria n.d tf , as they explained to friends, life was miserable. '.Thy then did they, curing 
their stay in Tartu end after their escape to Germany with 'the fascists, leave the geld 
in the hands of fate? Heine did not know’ how*, to answer that. 

Didn’t this gold originally come from Ukraine after all, where Leri!: Heine s erven x:
